Ready to Hasten Trial to 


Quick Finish 


Indications arc thct the trial of At- 


torney John S. Tie T-arcey on the charge 
of embezzling $30,000 from the Georce 
Itlte Cook estate, scheduled to begin 
Monday morning in the criminal depart- 
ment of the Superior court, will consuni* 
the entire week. 
When Judge Bror-n orlglnallv put the

lessly pursued for ten days across. tti« 
most barren sectlcn of the western desert. 
Kntrenched behind an ambuscade of rock* 
he fired a rain of bullets from his repeal- 
ing rifle at the members of the poses 
as they were ascending the mountain fol- 
lowing Ills trell. 
The first shot struck 


Deputy Charles F'.oche through the hips, 
desperately wounding him. 


OFFICERS HURT; HORSES KILLED. 
Two other .offIc 'rs were struck by fly- 


ing splinters of bi.llets and chips' of roeki 
and slightly wotnded.

horses were killed. 
Sheriff Ralphs and 


his men returns the fire Ineffectually, 
and the Indian, cafely hidden behind Ml* 
barricade of rock*, laughed derisively at 
his enemies.

>osse returned to the spot yesterday tbey 
found the Indian'* body. 


The pursuit of the Indian murderer haa) 


been the most s> nsattonal man hunt oc- 
curring in the sojthwest In recent yeaA. 
Willie Bov was a member of the trlbej 
of Plute Indians at the Banning reserva- 
tion 
He was known as a reckless char- 


acter and a deed shot 
with a 
rltHv 


Among Indian women he was much of 
a Lothario and Ills frequent love •flhtm 
finally led him to the killing which drove 
him to the desirt and finally

death.

They had expressed some doubt as to 
whether the Republican party reallv was 
going to grant Statehood to New Mexico 
and Arizona, despite the earnest declara- 
tions the President hnd made on thai 
subject In a speech here during the after 
noon 
They had argued and harangued 


for two hours while the President sat pa- 
tiently listening. Then he arose and de- 
clared that he was like a Judge he once 
knew who, nt the end of a long argu- 
ment by counsel, remarked: 


REBUKES SPEAKERS. 


"Mr. Wolfe, In spite of your argument, 


I am still with you." 


A. B. Fall, ^former attorney general of 


the territory, was one of the speakers 
He said. New Mexico might "possibly1 
be admitted now that 
the Republican 


party had entered Into a "contract" on 
the subject. 


"For," he asserted In ringing tones 


*'if the party had not agreed to adml 
us to the Union, the Gompers ant I-In- 
junction plank would surely have been 
written into the platform." 


TAFT'S SHARP REPLY. 


The President answered this sharply: 
"Lest It may go down without contra- 


diction," he said, "I want to' say tha 
there never was any chance of th*1 pas 
sage of Mr. Gompers1 request In the Re- 
publican convention.

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Cinching the Consumer. 


A correspondent raises his voice in protest 


against the outrageous prices which the consumer 
is required to pay at present for dairy produce. 
Butter containing from 16 per cent to 20 per cent 
water at 45 cents per pound; milk stripped of four- 
fifths of its cream—practically skimmed milk—at 
9 cents a quart; cold storage eggs, at anywhere 
from 45"cents to 65 cents per dozen, and all kinds 
of chicken—the toughest and oldest of hens and 
roosters—at 25 cents per pound, are prices high 
enough for famine times, ard it is no wonder 
"consumer" protests. 
Every 
householder joins 


with him. Every consumer of dairy produce feels 
the cinch and revolts against it. 


It is the grossest kind of an outrage that, in 


this land of plenty, everything produced from the 
soil or from the live stock which draws sustenance 
from it, should be unobtainable to the consumer 
except at famine prices. 
Xo wonder that every 


dairy, creamery, buttery and eggery is a gold 
mine. 


Thirty years ago, as THE TRIBUNE once be- 


-fore pointed out, eggs, butter and poultry were 
sold in the open market at one-half the prices they 
are selling today, and at that time the population 
in the State was not one-half what it is today, nor 
were the sources of production one-third what 
they are today. The high prices prevailing today 
are due to a systematic combination organized to 
skin the consumer for its own enrichments, for it 
costs less now to de\ elop all the products of the 
poultry farm and the dairy than it did a quarter 
of a century ago. This combination has been 
formed by the middlemen who control the produce 
exchanges and fix prices for the retailer arbitrar- 
ily. Take for example, the egg and poultry sup- 
ply. The Sonoma county egg and poultry farmers 
enter into a contract with the cold storage 'com- 
bine to supply the products of their farms at a 
stated rate the year round. The dairies do the 
same thing with the yield of their milch herds. 
Petaluma's poultry farms yield over $2,000,000 a 
year to their owners. The consumers pay any- 
where from $4,000,000 to $5,000,000 for the prp- 
ducts through the manipulation of the market by 
the middlemen. Similar results are obtained by 
the 
creameries in the 
manipulation 
of 
milk 


through stripping it of the cream and raising 
the prices for butter. No wonder "consumer" pro- 
tests vigorously. He realizes that he is the vic- 
tim of what is akin to highway robbery. 


New Public School Laws. 


At the last session of the State Legislature 


one hundred and fifty bills affecting paiblic educa- 
tion were introduced, according to a statement 
made by Edward Hyatt, superintendent of public 
instruction. Most of them failed of passage, but 
about fifty changes and additions were, however, 
made in the school law, a revised edition of which 
Superintendent Hyatt has just issued from his of- 
fice. 


Among new educational enactments is the 


high school law, known as the Thompson law, 
which is regarded as a great advance in high 
school legislation and has attracted wide attention 
throughout the United States; the law authoriz- 
ing the supervision of the health and development 
of school children, which is regarded as one of the 
advanced and hopeful laws of the present time, 
and as such has been put in operation in Oakland, 
Berkeley and Los Angeles; an anti-fraternity law, 
which applies to pupils in the elementary and sec- 
ondary schools of the State and has excited wide 
comment, as it invests school trustees and Boards 
of Education with the power to punish the viola- 
tion of the provisions of the act by suspension or, 
If necessary, by expulsion. 


There are also numerous other new laws and 


changes in former statutes in force of a minor 
character relating to the formation and manage- 
ment of schools and the duties of school boards 
md officers and teachers.

Colusa county, according to the Herald, has

With municipal improve- 
ments for the towns, good roads for the county, 
water for the land, and education for the children, 
we can begin to save some of the 'immigration 
fund' that we are now using to get strangers to 
settle among us. We won't need to advertise. 
We will be advertised by our loving friends, and 
once a settler comes to us, no power short of 
omnipotence will be able to induce him to leave." 


In outlining the methods by which he hopes 


to convince the world that Dr. Cook did not reach 
the North Pole Peary admits that he began to 
lay pl*ns to discredit Cook two years ago, as soon 
as he found Cook was off on an expedition in the 
far north.

Dam and Park Improvement. 


The present condition of the road surface of 


the Twelfth-street dam illustrates what the ma- 
chinery of the 
municipal administration . can 


achieve when it is properly put in motion. Three 
weeks ago the road was so badly wrecked that a 
total suspension of traffic across the dam seemed 
imminent. Since then the surface of the dam has 
been brought to grade by the deposit thereon of 
about two thousand cubic yards of rock, macada- 
mized and rolled into good shape. 
As a result 


what was an almost impassable mudhole less than 
a month ago is now a broad, smooth and well-sur- 
faced roadbed which, with reasonable care and at- 
tention, ought to carry the traffic through the win- 
ter without trouble. In the spring the roadway 
will be permanently paved. The dam will mean- 
while have time to settle which it is surmised it 
will do to some extent. 


The next big operation to be performed in the 


vicinity of the dam is the draining and soil-surfac- 
ing of the reclaimed park land. Doubtless the 
draining and solidifying of the lake dredgings de- 
posited there would be facilitated by ditching. 
Drainage by natural percolation alone is at best a 
slow process. 
If drainage can be hastened by 


ditching or any other process the public will wel- 
come its adoption. Most people "have a very im- 
perfect comprehension of the magnitude of the un- 
dertaking of raising such a large area of low 
marsh on a plane sufficiently elevated to adarjt it 
for park and athletic field purposes. They are, 
therefore, unduly impatient to get the use of the 
grounds; but doubtless if a little of the same en- 
ergy that has been displayed on the Twelfth- 
street dam during the past three weeks is here- 
after applied to the draining and surfacing of the 
park, the completion of that improvement- may be 
materially facilitated. 
Powers of the British Lords. 


The budget of the British Chancellor of the 


Exchequer, David Lloyd-George, is about to put 
the constitutional rights and powers of the House 
of Lords to a supreme test. The question is, will 
they amend it by substituting some other plan of 
raising revenue to run the government other than 
that of a graded income tax imposing a higher rate 
on the higher incomes and that of the tax on the 
unearned increment in the value of urban prop- 
erty? If the Lords do this, it will be an attempt 
to restore to themselves powers which, according 
to Howley's "History of the English Constitution," 
they were compelled to begin yielding in the com- 
mencement of the reign of Richard II, in the 
Fourteenth Century, when the principle that "in- 
dentures drawn up by the Commons expressly 
stated that the supplies were voted with the con- 
sent of the Lords'" was enunciated. 
, 


In the time of Henry IV an ordinance styled 


"the indemnity of the Lords and Commons" laid 
the, foundation for determining permanently later 
that "the function of the House of Commons is to 
grant a supply while the Lords can merely assent 
to whatever is granted." 
Prior to the time of 


Henry VII, the two houses had made pecuniary 
grants to the crown separately. The last separate 
grant given by the Commons was in the time of 
Edward III, and the last made singly by the House 
of Lords was during the reign of Henry VII. 


In the reign of Charles II,'however, the House 


of Commons passed a unanimous resolution, in 
which the right of amendment by the Lords to 
any bill of supply, in other words, the budget, was 
specifically denied; and the decision was shortly 
afterward reached with the reluctant consent of 
the upper house, that the Commons "had the un- 
doubted and sole right to determine the purposes, 
conditions and qualifications of all bills for grant- 
ing money to the crown." That remains the con- 
stitutional law of Great Britain today. 


Concisely stated, it is that the right of originat- 


ing bills of supply for governmental purposes and 
the determination for which the money to be ap- 
propriated shall be used rests solely with the 
House of Commons; that the House of Lords has 
no right to amend such a bill in any part, but must 
accept or reject it as a whole, by assenting or re- 
fusing to assent. But the budget must receive the 
assent of the Lords to become law. 


If the House of Lords should refuse assent 


to the present budget it exposes itself to the rem- 
edy which Pitt applied when he created 140 new 
peers to aid the passage of the act of union of 
Great Britain and Ireland in 1801, and which" in- 
duced Fox, his successor, to 
elevate thirty-five 


others to the peerage for the accomplishment of 
another purpose. 


Since the close of the Wars of the Roses, 


when the House of Lords consisted of only a small 
band of nobles bound by family or party ties, there 
has been no limitation placed on the number of 
its members. In Elizabeth's reign there were only 
sixty peers. 
The Stuarts 
prodigally 
increased 


them to 175. Lord Stanhope made an effort to 
make that the permanent number, but was de- 
feated by Walpole's dogged opposition. 


Pitt set the precedent that the Prime Minister 


has the right to create an indefinite number of 
peers. To carry through one of his reform meas- 
ures Gladstone coerced the House of Lords into 
concurring by threatening to create enough new 
"cotton Lords" to carry it. Asquith may resort 
to the same means if the Lords reject the present 
budget and "the appeal to the country" following 
the dissolution of Parliament results in an indorse- 
ment of his policy and his retention in office in 
order to assure the passage of an act that will strip 
the upper house of its right to veto "a bill of sup-

POWERS OF THE TARIFF BOARD 
\ 


It is Interesting to note that the Re- 


publican State 
Convention 
In Massa- 


chusetts committed Itself to the broadest 
possible construction of the clause m the 
maximum-minimum section of the Payne 
tariff Jaw authorizing the appointment 
of a board of tariff experts. The Massa- 
chusetts platform 
calls 
the 
board a 


"permanent tariff commission," which It 
will probably prove to be, although It 
has as yet no permanent status In the 
sense that Its three members fill offices 
specifically created by act of Congress. 
The Republicans of the Bay State evi- 
dently favor giving the board a standing 
similar to that of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and making It a permanent 
governmental agency of the flr*t rank. 
Dwelling on the substantial benefits of 
the Payne 'law as a first step toward a 
rational adjustment of tariff duties, the 
Massachusetts platform said: 


We direct particular attention to the 


permanent tariff commission provided for 
by the Payne act and believe It will be 
of great assistance to the executive In 
determining the Important questions de- 
volving upon .him, and that It will further 
be of general benefit 
In enabling the

Information 
as will

The 
bucks would then hunt up another rattler 
and repeat the performance, keeping up 
the work until the liver wa* well soaked 
with snake poison.

The generic name means the 
sail bearer and refers to the huge dorsal 
fin possessed by the species. 


The fin stands higher than the body 


above It and is used as A sail before the 
wind. 
It it. a large fish, ten feet in 


length and weighing 164 pounds. • They 
swim about usually In pairs in rough and 
wihdy weatl er with the huge fins above 
the water. 


It Is a favorite food fish and the an- 


nual catch is nearly 2,000,000 pounds. The 
sail fish Is caught by means of a har- 
poon. 


Another food fish known as a dolphin 


or dorado is sometimes caught In a cu- 
rious way. The fishes congregate under a 
decoy buph and raft made of bamboos, 
and are then caught by hooks baited with 
squid. 


Or the decoy bush Is surrounded by a 


seine net and the dolphins are driven by 
beating the surface of the water with 
sticks. This fish Is eaten both fresh and 
sa't and Is as great a favorite in western 
Japan as tho salmon is In the northeast.

Imports From 


The Philippines 


WASHINGTON.—Under the operation 


of the new tariff law there was an In- 
crease of 100 per cent In the value of 
imports Into the United States from the 
Philippine Islands last August, compared 
with the Imports in the same month of 
the previous year. 
The total value of 


merchandise from the Philippines In Au- 
gust. 1909, was 11,821,138 against $814,519 
In August, 1908. Curiously enough, the 
Importation of manlla hemp, which for- 
merly was free of duty, formed the larger 
part of this Increase, amounting in value 
to $1,678,205, while In August of last year 
the amount of that' article Imported wa* 
valued at only $314,128. ' 


The increase In importations of articles 


formerly dutiable and now free was not 
large, so that the changes In the tariff 
appear to have had little Importance In 
th«* trend of trade between the PMllppIhes 
and the United States. Although free of 
duty the Importation of sugar from the 
Philippines fell off largely. In August last 
9,856,000 pounds of sugar came In free. 
while In the same month of the previous 
year, when a duty was levied, the Im- 
portations were 24.640.000 pounds, or two 
and a half times as much as when no 
duty was paid.—New Tork Tribune.

fessor Fay of Tufts College saying that he climbed Mount Mc- 
Kinley last summer and found on the top of the mountain the 
records and data left there by Dr. Cook. 


Dr. Carmalt refused tonight to give out the letter on the 


ground that it is personal. He refused to say that the letter 
came from Professor Fay, but affirmed the report that he had 
received a report from an authority on mountain climbing in 
which the writer stated that he had reached the top of Mount 
McKinley and found there Cook's records. 


Professor Fay is a former president of the Alpine Club and 


an officer of the Apallachian Club. He has done considerable 
mountain climbing. According to the opinion expressed here by 
several Yale professors, if he says that he ascended Mount Mc- 
Kinley his word will be credited among scientific men.

was no display of recognition between 
tho estranged husband and wife. And

• Dr. Anna M. Galbralth, a well known 
women physician ;>f New York, has writ- 
ten a book on "Hygiene and Physical 
Culture for Women." in which she vigor- 
ously oppos™ tight lacing as the cause 
of most of woman's ailments.

clares a corset, even loosely worn, acts 
llkf. • . fv--_.on's split- used to make the 
thorax Immovable while a. broken rib is 
he-J'.rie. 
-Mie tells huw the corset presses 


the ribs against the stomach, liver' and 
heart, impeding the action of all these 
organs as well as of the lungs. 


"Now, where can the fashionable wo- 


man's stomach turn to while she eats her 
dinner?" she asks. 
"Or how can the 


liver buyable to receive the blood laden 
with the products of digestion?" 


IMPAIRS HEART ACTION. 


Tight lacing, she says, impairs the ac- 


tion of the heart as a suction pump and 
keeps it from its proper position in the 
body. 
It is freciuently the cause of 


•women fainting, produces organic diseases 
of the heart and has been known to cause 
death after vigorous exercise. 


Dr. Sargent made a series of experi- 


ments with the effects of tight lacing on 
:he . lungs. 
He found the average lung 


capacity when corsets were worn to be 
134 inches. 
This capacity increased to 


167 inches when the corsets were re- 
moved. 
Thus, according to Dr. Sargent, 


tight lacing reduces the lung capacity 
by almost one-fifth. 


Lacing also, the physlcans say, has a 


harmful effect upon the nerves. 
It irri- 


tates the nerve 
centers 
and 
causes 


chronic diseases. 'Prolonged lacing finally 
twists the ribs so that they crowd the 
organs of digestion, the heart and lungs 
together in such a way that they do not 
have room for healthy action. 


Dr. Galbraith. 
in her book, 
outlines 


what she considers the reasons for wo- 
men's refusal to heed the warnings of 
the doctors against tight lacing. 
In the 


first place, she says, 
anathemas 
have 


usually been hurled against tight iacing 
Instead of against corsets, and she re- 
marks sarcastically that the woman who 
practiced tight lacing has never yet been 
found. 
Every woman admits wearing 


corsets, but she is sure the arguments 
against tight lacing do not apply to her.

Iver loying cup, thirty-four and

half inches in height, exclusive of the 
base. 
The body of the cup consists of a 


large, round bowl, 
supported by 
the 


globe, which is flanked on two sides by 
American eagles modled in high relief. 
The handles are ornamented with chrys- 
anthemums, the national flower of Japan. 


The gift of the Chinese is designed on 


Chinese lines and is mounted on a baSe 
of copper in antique finish. 
There are 


inscriptions on this similar to those on 
the gift to the Japanese. 
Applied to the 


body of the bowl arc gold models of the 
second squadron of the American fleet. 
They appear in the order in which they 
entered the harbor of Amoy.
